Of th i dead, seven were women 
and girls and five w’ere men, all hav­ 
ing been 
em ployed 
on 
cartridge 
salvaging m achines sim ilar to the 
one in which the explosion occurred. 
Death was caused in each case by 
powder burns and fragm ents of metal 
from the dem olished m achines that 
entered their bodies w ith the force 
of bullets. 
Eleven other 
men, 
wom en and 
girls, who were 
seriously 
injured 
from burns and wounds, are still at 
the St. Joseph hospital. 
A few* who 
w ere slightly injured were able to go 
to their hom es. 
A nti-tetanus serum w’as adm inister­ 
ed today to the 
injured 
to prevent 
the developm ent of tetanus. 
D eputy Coroner Streeper of Alton 
said he would defer an inquest for a 
few days, as it is believed others of 
the more seriously injured may die. 
The probable cause of the explosion 
w as a confinem ent 
of 
about ten 
pounds of powder in one of the ma­ 
chines that becam e ignited in an un­ 
determ ined 
manner, 
according 
to 
John M. Olin, vice president of the 
com pany. 
O fficials of the com pany began an 
investigation to determ ine, if pos­ 
sible, the exact cause of the explo­ 
sion, but Olin stated that this prob­ 
ably w ill never be knowrn, as the ma­ 
c h in e in which the explosion occur­ 
red w as blown into fragm ents. 
Survivors of the explosion agreed 
in their statem ents 
that 
the blast 
w as preceded by a sharp report, like 
th e explosion of a rifle cartridge and 
a burst of flam e in a m achine operat­ 
ed by a girl. 
The force of the explosion w’as so 
great that the 55 em ployes in the 
building, about half of whom were 
wom en and girls, were thrown to the 
foor, and the concussion blew out all 
the windows and 
wrecked 
nearby 
sim ilar m achines. 
A fire followed 
but w as quickly extinguished. 
In addition 
to those 
who were 
burned 
and 
wounded, 
many -were 
bruised in the stam pede to escape 
from the building.

poses.

cury climbed to 105 degrees in Tulsa 
and other points in Oklahoma re­ 
ported tem peratures of 101 and 103. 
Iowa had one death, w ith tem pera­ 
tures averaging close to the IOO 
mark. 
In Des M oines w ’ ere 98 de­ 
grees w’as registered, a newT record 
was set. 
One man died in M ichigan. 
Five deaths occurred in N ebraska 
incident to the heat, three of which 
were drownings. 
One 
prostration 
resulted in Omaha w here the heat 
reached 98 degrees. Illinois had four 
death, two in Chicago and two 
in 
W aukegan. 
In Chicago, 95 degrees 
w’as reached. 
E xcessive heat w as confined 
to 
the central section of the country, 
the eastern states, with few excep­ 
tions, having high tem peratures of 
less than 90 degrees.

M ountain and Pacific nections escap­ 
ed w ith low tem peratures. 
Lightning claim ed three victim s in 
M ichigan and two in lo —a during 
tho storm, which w’as general in the 
Great Lakes section.

> TOO MANY BUREAUCRATS. 


Form er Senator Beveridge did one fine 
thing in his Bunker Hill speech the other 
'day. 
In the language of 
the 
New York 
Herald, he fired a very “hot shell into the 
fc rt 
of 
bureaucracy.’' 
He 
spoke 
ort 
strongly and clearly against the fast-grow­ 
ing expansion of 
the 
powers of govern­ 
ment. 
He argued with great earnestness 
for the restriction of government in Ameri­ 
can:’ “Government supervision of and in­ 
terference with human life and activities in 
the United States bids fair,” he declared, 
>'t<v-break down our entire experiment in 
Ne pillar self government,'' and in support 
if this view he continued: 
“ Consider this appalling fact! 
One 
adult person out of every twenty per­ 
sons engaged in business or industry 
1 in this country is a government agent, 
offical or employe— I mean, of course, 
all government, county, city, state and 
national. 
“Sometime before the civil war the 
ratio was only one in a thousand; in 
the Cleveland administration the ratio 
had risen to one in twenty; within a 
few years, if the same change in pro­ 
portion goes on, the ratio will be one 
in ten. 
“ Today all the gold known to exist 
f 
in the whole world would barely pay 
the total cost of government in Amer- 
[ ica for only a single year. 
“Small wonder 
that 
taxes are so 
high. 
Small wonder that the spirit of 
revolt is 
spreading 
against 
govern­ 
ment regimentation of everybody and 
everything. 
Small wonder that there 
is growing irritation at repressive and 
autocratic 
laws. 
Human 
nature 
is 
human nature; human life is human 
life; and government exists for human 
beings, not human beings for govern­ 
ment. 
“Another astounding fact, twin sis­ 
ter of the first, is that Americans are 
by law forbidden to do more things, 
and by law, forced to do more things 
in more ways than were the Russian 
people under the Czar or the German 
people under the kaiser. 
* “ Moreover, nearly all of these re­ 
pressive, oppressive 
and 
autocratic 
* 
laws 
and 
regulations 
have 
been 
forced on the statute books by selfish 
minorities of whom 
our 
lawmakers 
and administrators are in terror. 
j“ Take the example our restrictive 
business laws and our tax legislation; 
the reports, regulations, restrictions, 
inhibitions 
and 
directions to which 
American industry 
and 
trade must 
submit are not only maddening, but 
well night beyond human comprehen­ 
sion. 
:“ When is a supposedly free and en­ 
lightened country honorable and intel­ 
ligent men and women cannot under­ 
stand what is required of them by the 
tax laws; when they must go to law­ 
yers to find out what they must do 
and pay; when even 
these 
lawyers 
J must keep pace with a stream of exe­ 
cutive interpretations, 
which 
exeeu- 
j tiVe interpretations, constantly chang- 
1 ing, have the force 
of 
congressional 
♦ legislation; 
when 
the 
government 


decidedly less autocratic government. 
“ A dozen years ago that eminent 
scholar and now distinguished jour­ 
nalist, Dr. John Finley, publicly called 
attention to the fact 
that 
104 new 
public commissions had, even then, 
been created by the various states in 
a single year. 
This bureau breeding 
has gone on ever since with increas­ 
ing fecundity, and with the multipli­ 
cation of these 
tentacles 
of govem- 
men up goes the cost of government, 
up go taxes and down goes liberty. 
“Most public officials and employes 
are necessary and give value received 
for their salaries, but I am now" talking 
about the unnecessary agents and job 
holders, the burdensome and useless 
bureaus and commissions that clutter 
government, 
complicate life, restrict 
freedom and suck the substance of the 
people. 
“America would be better off as a 
country and Americans happier and 
more prosperous as a people, if half 
of our government 
boards, 
bureaus 
and 
commissions 
were 
abolished, 
hundreds of thousands of our govern­ 
ment officials, agents 
and 
employes 
were discharged and two-thirds of our 
government 
regulations, 
restrictions 
and inhibitions were removed.” 
This is a striking exposition of a condi­ 
tion of affairs which for a good while now 
has been causing more and more concern 
to thoughtful citizens the country over and 
which of late has afforded rapidly increas­ 
ing cause 
for 
anxiety. 
The 
conditions 
which Mr. Beveridge attacks are not easily 
to be remedied. 
They do need to be watch­ 
ed and studied and worked upon. 
The 
changes which he talks about unquestion­ 
ably are taking place in our government. 
Unless the people are aroused to them and 
put on their guard they may be expected to 
go steadily on and with growing swiftness 
from bad to worse. 
Mr. Beveridge has 
sounded a warning 
which - ought to be 
widely echoed and reechoed through the 
land. 


MR. HARDING GETS A HINT. 


The Associated Press in its account of 
the president's address at St. Louis, the 
first speech made on his transcontinental 
tour, says that Mr. 
Harding's 
statement 
that the country would refuse again no less 
decisively than 
in 
1920 
to enter the 
League of Nations “got applause,” but that 
his assertion that the issue of the League of 
Nations is as dead as slavery “ was passed 
over by the audience.” 
Evidently Mr. Harding's attacks on the 
League did 
not 
strike a very responsive 
chord in his audience. 
Audiences listening 
to Presidential addresses are quick to ap­ 
plaud. 
They are likely to applaud every 
point made if they possibly can. 
When no 
applause at all greets one of the principal 
points made by a president in the course of 
his address, the fact is significant. 
In this case it means that the people of 
this country do not consider that the issue 
of the Leaue of Nations is as dead as sla­ 
very. 
It means that the president is mis­ 
taken in his apparent notion that the peo­ 
ple are against the League just as he is mis­ 
taken wThen he interprets the 1920 election 
as a popular rejection of the League. 
It is 
to be hoped that this incident at St. Louis 
will open Mr. Harding's eyes to the fact 
that he is not taking a popular line when 
he goes out of his way to condemn the 
League. 
He seems to have slammed the League 
at St. Louis in the 
interest 
of his world 
court proposal, the idea being to empha­ 
size his contention that the court and the 
League are two totally different things and 
and that in joining the one we shall not 
be endorsing the other. 
He won't help the 
court proposal by this method and if he 
sticks 
to 
it 
he 
will 
deserve 
to 
fail. 
If this tour teaches the president that 
the bitter-enders 
at 
Washington are de­ 
ceiving him when they tell him that the 
American people are utterly opposed to 
the League, the tour will accomplish some­ 
thing, though it ought not to be necessary 
for Mr. Harding to make a 15,000 mile trip 
in order to learn the truth about this mat­ 
ter.

which druggists may dispense upon
